M issing From Farm 


Along Ohio River 


GALLIPOLIS FE R R Y , W. Va. 
(P*—Authorities bega n'a thorough 
search of big barns and 
other 
buildings near tenant farmer aul 
McKinney’s home today for his 
five-year-old 
son, 
missing 
since 
Monday afternoon. 
The boy, John Wayne, disap­ 
peared after going into the yard 
to play with the family’s two dogs, 
his mother said. 
As the hunt was resumed this 
morning, there still were no clues 
as to the blond youngster’s where­ 
abouts although in the previous 36 
hours 
hundreds 
of persons had 
tramped over an area estimated 
at 25 square miles. 
The 1,200-acre Rolfe Lee dairy 
farm, on which the 
McKinneys 
live, had been crossed and criss­ 
crossed many times. About half 
the farm is Ohio River bottom, 
the rest rolling hillside, some of 
it wooded and rugged. 
Within half a mile of the tenant 
house are two ponds. The larger 
of these was pumped out Tues­ 
day night. The other, dragged pre­ 
viously, will probably be dragged 
again today, police said. A diver 
from nearby Pomeroy. Ohio, also 
may probe the pond, they added. 
State Trooper A. A. Galford said 
police were investigating a kid­ 
naping theory. He said there had 
been “ an unconfirmed report, a 
rumor.” that someone saw a car 
riop along W. Va. 2 in this area 
and that a collie dog was kicked 
cut, 
A stray collie appeared at the 
McKinney home about two weeks 
ago. 
Johnny,

mother as “ very brave” and the 
rugged, outdoor type, immediate­ 
ly named the dog “ Lassie.” He 
loved to play outside with “ Las­ 
sie.” and the family's other dog, 
a spitz, she said. 
Both dogs were missing for sev­ 
eral hours after the boy disap­ 
peared. The collie returned after 
dark Monday and the spitz about 
4 a.m. Tuesday. 
'A search was made of two large 
cattle barns on the farm on Mon­ 
day but another, more thorough 
hunt was planned to make certain 
that Johnny was not in the vicini­ 
ty. Galford said. 
Lee has a dairy herd of more 
than 100 head and a large herd 
of beef cattle. One theory was 
that the boy might have wandered 
into one of the big barns and been 
trampled to death. 
Hay mows and silos also were 
being given a thorough check.

VANGUARD I JOINS THE PARADE—With the successful launch­ 
ing of Vanguard I, the United States forged ahead of Russia with 
two man-made moons in orbit to one for the Reds. Russia’s first 
satellite, Sputnik I, crashed to earth some three months after being 
launched on Oct. 4. 1957. After two earlier heart-breaking failures the 
slim, 72-foot silvery Vanguard successfully roared skyward irom 
its launching pad at Cape Canaveral, Fla, In its orbit around the 
earth, Vanguard I reaches a maximum height of 2,500 miles and 
comes as close as 400 miles above the earth, according to very 
rough calculations. Dr. John P. Hagen, director of the Navy’s Van­ 
guard Project, said the baby moon will circle the earth “for a great 
many years—certainly five or 10 years." At approximately the same 
time that Vanguard was launched, the Army’s Explorer 1 had com­ 
pleted 557 globe-circling trips totaling 17,044,200 miles.

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T h e Case of the Musing Solon 


In a list of current events that includes 


revolutions, cong ressional hearing s and the 


never-ending chaff off the threshing floors of 


p olitics, the thing that seems most memor­ 


able is the case of the musing solon in the 


Senate chamber of the Kentucky leg islature 
a t Frankfort. 
His wife, back home in Louisville, saw him 
on television and jump ed to the conclusion he 
was asleep because his ey es were closed. She 
called him on the telep hone and told him if 
he couldn’t do* any better than sleep throug h 
a leg islative session he should come home. 
She went further than that. She said she 
would take his p lace. 
Naturally , the senator was ready with an 
answer. He was thinking about the nex t bill. 
He was not sleep ing . Men have been using 
this answer for centuries, and it’s a sweet­ 
heart. 
Closed ey es may not mean lack of attention. 
Any one who thinks p eop le are dop ing off 
because they act drowsy is on the verg e of a 
bad mistake. 
Sometimes they are widest-awake when 
they look sleep iest. Sometimes they look 
sleep iest when they are concentrating ex tra- 
hard. 
You never can be sure about p eop le — doz­ 
ing senators or otherwise. They may brood 
and cog itate for y ears at a time. They may 


muse and mumble. Then when no one is p ay ­ 
ing attention to them, they may sp ring into 
action. 
It is as thoug h they had been winding up a 
mammoth sp ring inside themselves and wait­ 
ing to unleash its energ y , the way an alarm 
clock g oes brrrrrrttt 
Abuses that have g one on so long they are 
folkway s suddenly are intolerable. Peop le 
who have been strong -arming the p ublic as if 
they owned it are knocked flat. Chronic ‘ag in- 
ners” who have been blocking p rog ress and 
action are rolled under. 
It does not p ay to jump to conclusions about 
a human being who looks as if he had fallen 
fast asleep . He may be musing , like the Ken­ 
tucky senator. 
There also is the p ossibility he may really 
be corking off. That is what keep s wives and 
p oliticians on their toes. It’s a g uessing g ame. 
The wife of the Kentucky senator g uessed 
wrong . The reminder that it is p assible to 
m isinterp ret the absence of activity as ab­ 
sence of thoug ht makes her the Woman of 
the Week. 
We can think of several situations in which 
enoug h musing may be g oing on to g ive con. 
clusion-jump ers a long - deferred come-up - 
p ance, if they decide that p eop le are too 
sleep y to notice what is hap p ening . Such as 
abuses of their monop oly p ower by unions, 
for ex amp le. 


SUB Does Not Stand Alone 


When union sp okesmen like United Steel­ 
workers President David McDonald demand 
immediate p ay ment of sup p lemental unem­ 
p loy ment benefits in Ohio by a g overnor’s 
order, they are doing no credit to their 
knowledg e of the p roblems raised by the 
SUB issue in Ohio. 
Either are they doing any credit to their 
avowed interest in unemp loy ed workers, other 
than those who have a claim on these sp ecial 
benefits. 
The Mahoning County test case that broug ht 
a ruling favorable to the benefits in Ohio 
started out to be a friendly suit to bring the 
question before the Ohio Sup reme Court. It 
was acknowedg ed by all p arties p articip at­ 
ing the suit that only the hig hest court could 
settle the issue satisfactorily , p ending its 
Ultimate settlement by the General Assembly . 
I will be necessary to revise the Ohio 
Unemp loy ment Comp ensation Act severely if 
SUB can be p aid in Ohio in addition to 
unemp loy ment comp ensation. 
The General 


Assembly will have to find new term s of eq­ 
uity for Ohio workers who are not covered 
by SUB contracts. 
Ohioans would not stand for a p ractice 
that g ave a small minority of Ohio workers 
the rig ht to do something that was barred 
to the g reat majoriy of workers. 
The chang es that would be required in the 
Ohio sy stem 
for 
handling unemp loy ment 
comp ensation would be as far-reaching as 
some of the leg al alterations that would be 
required. While it is true that SUB does not 
rep resent a clean-cut conflict between labor 
and manag ement, it does rep resent a clean- 
cut issue between treating all unemp loy ed 
workers alike and g ranting a sp ecial p rivileg e 
to one p articular g roup . 
Union sp okesmen who choose to disreg ard 
these thing s by demanding immediate ex ecu­ 
tive action to sup ersede what is first a 
judicial decision and ultimately must become 
a major leg islative decision are slig hting the 
imp ortance of SUB in this industrialized state. 


No Limit on Right of Petition 


Nothing could be further from the intent 
of the Ohio law reg ulating the rig ht of initia­ 
tive and referendum than the idea that p e­ 
titioners should rep resent a cross-section of 
the p ublic. 


T There is no limit on the rig ht of p etition. 
Any one who observes the reg ulations g overn­ 
ing the rig ht can circulate p etitions to p ro­ 
p ose new laws and hold referendums on 
laws already on the books. 
In 1955, when the labor unions in this state 
were try ing to initiate a law to make radical 
chang es in the Unemp loy ment Comp ensation 
Act, they did not ex p ect that their op p onents 
would help them circulate their p etitions. 
- They took the job up on themselves, as 
they had every rig ht to do. 
. The p urp ose of having the initiative and 
referendum in Ohio is to g ive any one who 
wants to chang e the law a chance to call 
(or a p ublic vote, p rovided enoug h qualified 
voters will underwrite his p rop osal.* 
Nothing is said in the reg ulations about the 
comp osition of the g roup that circulates p eti- 
ions in behalf of p rop osed laws. 
* It is assumed that any one who wants to 
ex ercise this rig ht shall ex ercise it without 
challeng e, as long as all reg ulations are 
Observed.

WASHINGTON # — This is an 
ABC on jobless p ay — unemp loy ­ 
ment comp enation (UC) — and 
how it started and where it is. 
There’ll be p lenty of talk about it 
in the nex t few weeks. 
UC is not a dole. The federal 
g overnment p uts no money into it. 
Neither do the states. The money 
comes entirely from a tax on em ­ 
p loy ers, based on their p ay rolls, 
and in a few states a tax on em­ 
p loy es too. 
The money g oes into a fund ad­ 
ministered by the federal g overn­ 
ment which invests it in interc t- 
bearing bonds. Each state has its 
own 
account in 
this 
fund 
and 
draws from it as it needs to. 
The fund now has about 8Va bil­ 
lion dollars. In bad y ears — re­ 
cession y ears — more money is 
taken out than is p ut in. In the 
1954 recession y ear the fund col 
lected $1,136.000 and p ut out just 
over two billion dollars. 
In the p resent recession, with 
unemp loy ment climbing , the fund 
has p ut out over a billion dollars 
since Sep tember. When unemp loy ­ 
ment forces a state to ex haust

its p art of the fund, the g overn­ 
ment can lend it money . 
Rig ht now there are 5.200 000 
unemp loy ed. 
Over 
three 
million 
are drawing UC. But many work­ 
ers have used up already all the 
UC p ay ments for which they were 
elig ible and now are entitled to 
nothing . 
About 43 million workers are 
covered by UC. But millions of 
working p eop le are not. And, if 
they lose their jobs, these p eop le 
cannot turn to UC for help . For 
ex amp le: 
ex cluded 
are 
farm 
workers, self-emp loy ed, domestics 
and emp loy es of nonp rofit org an­ 
izations. 
The UC sy stem was created by 
Cong ress in 1935 as p art qf the 
Social Security p rog ram, with the

But 
each state is allowed to make its 
own laws for handling UC. 
Therefore, there’s a wide varia­ 
tion among states on how much 
a jobless rnan can g et and fo~ 
how long .

As for those few tasks which 
have to be done the hard way , 
doubled in ag ony , while the weath­ 
er is still bad, they should be 
turned over to someone who does 
them for a living , if help can be 
afforded. If it cannot be afforded, 
the tasks should be left undone. 
Otherwise, g ardening is g iven a 
black ey e and a bad rep utation, 
the same as swimming would be if 
it were attemp ted p rematurely . 
When are conditions rig ht? 
they arc riig ht when it is p ossible 
They are rig ht when it is p ossibl 
to be comfortable outside in lig ht 
clothing ; 
when the 
sun 
is 
hot 
enoug h to inflict sunburn; when a 
man thinks about how swell it 
would be to g o fishing and a wom­ 
an thinks about letting the laundry 
flap itself dry in a balmy sep hy r. 
They are rig ht when it is p ossible 
to p ick up a handful of dirt and 
hold it comfortable — no chill. It 
is rig ht when baby robins are p eer­ 
ing over the side of the nest, 
neig hborhood toddlers are being 
p ut outside in sunsuits, the p rofes­ 
sional baseball clubs have beg un 
to stratify in the leag ue races and 
school kids are worry ing about 
final ex aminations. 
They are rig ht when dandelions 
are blooming and it is feasible to 
sit on the back step s and whittle 
a stick with a Barlow knife; when 
all the weather refug ees have come 


skulking home from Florida; when 
the 
storm 
windows 
have 
been 
stored for the summer and the 
jonquils have wilted on their stalks. 
There is no p leasure in g arden­ 
ing before these thing s come to 
p ass. But when they do come to 
p ass, there are so many m o r e 
p leasurable thing s to do that there 
is questionable p leasure in g arden­ 
ing , instead, unless y ou hap p en to 
be one of those indefatig able g ar­ 
deners who would rather make the 
dirt fly than visit the moon. 
There is sitting . . . just sitting 
and 
contemp lating 
what 
th e 
p lace would look like if it were be­ 
ing g ardened, instead 
of being 
neg lected. Until there is p leasure 
in sitting , there can be no p leasure 
in g ardening . And by that time, 
it is a tossup between p leasures, 
which is what g ardening is at its 
best — a p leasure that can hold 
its own with a comp eting p leasure 
and still come out ahead.

c o m m e n t s.rep e atedly casti ng 
c o m m e n t s , rep eatedly casting 
doubts on the p rop riety of his ac­ 
tivities and imp ly ing that may oe 
he had been g uilty of some irreg u­ 
larity in connection with the Fed­ 
eral Communications Commission. 
It seems as if some p eop le will 
try almost any thing in order to g et 
in a dig at Ike or his family . 
This sort of thing was condemn­ 
ed as imp rop er p rocedure during 
the hearing s on Communist activi­ 
ties just a few y ears ag o but some­ 
how 
the 
same 
critics, 
notably 
some of the more outsp oken org an­ 
izations in the field of civil liber­ 
ties, seem to have had nothing to 
say about the bandy ing 
about of 
Col. Moore’s name in this flag rant 
ex amp le of alleg ed “g uilt by asso­ 
ciation.” 


IN THESE DAYS of ex p ediency 
on the p olitical and ideolog ical 
fronts it is refreshing , therefore, 
to turn to a statement that is an 
ex amp le of courag e and forthrig ht­ 
ness. 
It comes from a United States

Ohio.) He is noted for his common 
sense as well as his indifference 
lo p olitical g obbledey g ook. 
He wrote a rep ly the other day 
to Dr. Josep h Link Jr., associate 
p rofessor of economics at Xavier 
University in Cincinnati, who had 
asked the senator what he thoug ht 
of the sug g estion that ap ar from 
any official “ summit” conference, 
Khrushchev be invited to come to 
America for a visit. Sen. Lausche 
said, in p art: 
“The imp act up on our allies and 
friends would be p rejudicial to our 
cause. They would be justified in 
believing that an intimacy was be­ 
ing develop ed between the free 
United .States and Communist Rus­ 
sia that would lead eventually to 
the abandonment by the United 
States of the free p eop les.

“ I am convinced that the atti­ 
tude of Khrushchev and his cohorts 
will not be chang ed throug h the 
contact that he makes with our 
way of life, with our g overnmental 
officials and with our p eop le. To 
him, the visit wou’d be a tactical 
op eration,' believing that he could 
not influence the p eop le of the 
United States toward Communism 
but that throug the visit, he could 
undermine the trust and the confi­ 
dence which the free p eop le of the 
world have in our country .” 
Just w^jy so many Americans 
want to sec our hig hest officials 
fraternizing with the men oi the 
Kremlin who have on their hands 
the blood of the Hung arian p atriot* 
is difficult to understand, p articu­ 
larly in a country dedicated to hig h 
ideals and where the slig htest im­ 
p rop riety in our own g overnmental 
circles is p ounced up on as a viola* 
tion of p ublic morais.

Farmers May Plant 
Smallest Acreage 
In Over 40 Years 


WASHINGTON 
- Farmers 
may plant the smallest acreage 
to crops this year in more than 
40 years. 
Surplus - control 
pro­ 
grams provide part of the reason 
The Agriculture Department’s 
spring planting survey report in­ 
dicated the total acreage grown 
to all crops this year may be 
about 33 million acres, the small­ 
est since before 1917. 
But this would be only one mil­ 
lion less than last year—an acre­ 
age which produced a record-tie- 
ing volume of crops. With im­ 
proved moisture supplies in the 
Great Plains this year, crop pro­ 
duction could approach if not sur­ 
pass last year’s volume. 
Perhaps the most significant 
development in the survey is the 
prospect of a smaller total acre­ 
age 
to 
livestock 
feed 
grains. 
Smaller acreages of oats, grain 
sorghums and barley were indi­ 
cated, but a slightly larger acre­ 
age of corn was forecast. 
A reduction in feed grain pro­ 
duction would be welcomed by 
many growers and the govern­ 
ment because of the existence 
now of record surpluses and the 
danger that they might encourage 
>ver-expansion in livestock pro­ 
production 
A larger acreage of food grains 
—wheat, rice and rye—was indi­ 
cated 
A 10 per cent increase in the 
acreage of soybeans, the boom­ 
ing crop of recent years, was in­ 
dicated. 
Other crops for which larger 
acreages were forecast included 
potatoes, sweet potatoes and dry 
beans. 
No figures were given for cot­ 
ton. Farm law forbids forecasts 
on cotton before July 1. 


Ohio Court Refuses

The Ohio Supreme Court has

He 
will also serve Fairfield-New Wat­ 
erford and Beaver Local School 
districts and they will pay part of 
his salary. It is expected that the 
southern district will also consider 
employing him when it meets to­ 
night.

Ou tbreak s of scalp ringworms 
are fairly common and are con­ 
fined largely to y ou ngsters. Many 
commu nities hav e su ffered from 
su ch ou tbreak s, bu t they d o d iffer 
in sev eral resp ects from the more 
common ringworm or athl e te’s 
foot. 


IF TYPICAL, ringworm of the 
scalp tend s to p rod u ce scaly p atch­ 
es on the back or sid es of the head . 
The hair on these p atches ap p ears 
d u ll in color and is often brok en 
off near the roots. Often the hair 
falls ou t entirely in irregu lar sp ots. 
, Sp ecial 
eq u ip ment 
is 
need ed 
for an accu rate d iagnosis. A light 
which consists of u ltrav iolet ray s 
filtered throu gh a sp ecial ty p e of 
glass is necessary and ex amination 
mu st be carried ou t in a d ark ened 
room. The infected hair u su ally 
giv es a bright glow u nd er this 
sp ecial light. 
Other tests, su ch as look ing at 
the hairs or scrap ings from the 
scalp u nd er the microscop e, may 
also be d esirable. 
Treatment is not alway s easy , 
since many of the ointments con­ 


taining chemicals which work on 
other k ind s of fu ngu s infections 
of the sk in are not su ccessfu l for 
this. X-ray treatm ent has been 
u sed with some su ccess. 


THE MOST IMPORTANT thing 
to d o abou t ringworm of the scalp 
is to recognize its contagiou s na­ 
tu re and to stop it from sp read ing. 
The back s of seats in mov ie the­ 
aters are said to be resp onsible 
for many cases. Someone su ggest­ 
ed 
that mov ie hou se fu rnitu re 
shou ld be d isinfected once and , aft­ 
erward s, 
the 
back ’9 
p rotected 
with p ap er cov ers which cou ld be 
changed fairly freq u ently . 
Certainly in the commu nit i e s 
where ringworm of the scalp be­ 
comes ep id emic, this seems lik e 
a good id ea. 
It has also been su ggested that 
child ren wear close-fitting cap s to 
gu ard against d anger of infection 
in pu blic p laces, su ch as bu ses 
or su bway s, as well as in mov ie 
theaters. 


IF RINGWORM of the scalp d oes 
break ou t in a commu nity , an at­ 
temp t shou ld be mad e to find all 
of the cases by mak ing a su rv ey 
of p reschool child ren in families 
in which an old er brother or sis­ 
ter is fou nd infected . 
Child ren in institu tions are more 
lik ely to be ex p osed than child ren 
in homes. Schoolteachers and bar­ 
bers, as well as p arents and d oc- 


tors, shou ld be on the look ou t for 
su sp iciou s signs so that step s can 
be tak en early to p rev ent t he 
sp read of this trou blesome conta­ 
giou s d isease. 
The d isease ap p ears comp ara­ 
tiv ely easy to p rev ent, bu t often 
poses some d ifficu lt p roblems in 
effectiv e treatment.

There was a time when national 
labor leaders, on their way to see 
the President of the U.S., walked 
onto the White House ground« or

Inside the President’s office the 
air needed no conditioning — it 
was cool though officially “cor­ 
dial.” For a half-hour Mr. Eisen­ 
hower listened most of the time— 
and mostly at a disadvantage, for 
he was listening to the expert« in 
their field. 


THE EIGHT labor chiefs dis­ 
played what they felt — their re­

Meany believes there are really

and above the 5.200,000 announced 
by the government, says the AFL- 
CIO leader. 


FURTHERMORE,

was going up, not down. Meany 
noted that 24 per cent of the na­ 
tion’s industrial machinery is idle. 
The Steel Workers’ chief, David 
McDonald, had his points to make, 
too. And so did Walter Reuther. 
To understand their positions, 
these figures m ust be known. The 
government’s count of over five 
million jobless was made on Feb 
15. At that moment, the steel in­ 
dustry was producing at the rate 
of 53# per cent of total capac­ 
ity. On the morning the labor men 
talked with Mr. Eisenhower, the \ 
steel industry had slipped off to 
52# per cent of capacity. This 
m eans that the jobless figure in 
steel, at least, will be higher in 
March than in February.
